"As is usual under similar laws, lauds 
falling within the probable limits of 
grants were promptly withdrawn from 
sale and location. The sudden with- 
drawal from the market of such im- 
portant bodies of hind almost simulta- 
neously in seven different States had a 
tendency to create great public and 
private inconvenience." That lauds 
were "promptly" withdrawn is shown 
from the fact that on several occasions 
Hendricks issued orders withdrawing 
from sale, locution of entry all public 
lauds within, tho probable limits of 
grants from three to five days previous 
to the passage of the Aotn giantiug 
lands to railroad companies, thus shut- 
ting out from a large area not only the 
persons who desired to secure .homes 
under the pre-emptioa laws, bat sol- 
diers of the war of 1812 ana the Mexi- 
can war who nacl received land'warrants 
under the authority of Congress.

surveys for railroads had been made, 
and of course no maps of location had 
been filed, aind therefore the premature 
and unauthorized order of withdrawal 
for the benefit of corporations covered 
a much greater quantity of land than 
they wore entitled to by Acts afterwards 
approved.

COUNTY CONSOLIDATION. 


| Carson Appeal.] 


The scheme of the Enterprise to con- 


solidate the counties of Ormsby, Storey, 
"SVashoe and Lyon has a great deal in it 
worthy of consideration. There is no 
reason why these four counties should 
not be consolidated with Carson City, 
the Capital of the State, as the county 
seat, by reason of its situation, is easiest 
of access from Reno, Genoa and Virginia 
City of any town in tho four counties 
for which a consolidation is proposed. 
Carson City is now surrounded by fine 
ranches and has a mining and agricul- 
tural section behind it which is fast 
building up by the sturdy application 
of capital and industry. Virginia City 
has seen its best days and is now on 
the down grade. Genoa is a thriving 
town, but out of the way of railroad 
travel, and Reno having two railroads 
at its door and another reaching out to 
Oregon is in a fair way commercially to 
take care of itself. 
Tho citizens of 


Ormsby would willingly agree to give 
Reno the State Prison in exchange for 
what assistance Reno could give in lo- 
cating the county seat at Carson. The 
location of the county seat here would 
give Douglas county better satisfaction 
than having it anywhere else, and also 
suit Virginia City people better than 
having it at Reno.
